CITY OF BOSTON 


BOSTON 

The city of yesterday, today and tomorrow;- Boston was settled by a chartered 
company of Puritans in 1630 under its first governor, John Winthrop. Indian in¬ 
habitants called it Shawmut and the Puritans renamed it Trimountaine. It was 
named ‘‘Boston" for a town in Lincolnshire, England, from which many of the 
company had come, on September 17th, 1630. In 1632 it became the Capital 
of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

Nearly 200 years after its founding it was incorporated as a city February 23, 
1822. The City Motto:- ‘‘God be with us as He was with our fathers*'. Boston 
has shifted with the changing times. From her early leadership in trade and 
commerce and as a great World-port grew her greatness as an industrial Center. 

In recent years, she has become an Educational, Medical, and Research center 
of the Americas. 

Historically:- A so called "Freedom Trail" has been marked out in downtown 
Boston, making it easier for visitors to see some of the historic points of inter¬ 
est. As you travel Boston's Historic Freedom Trail you will be captured by the 
spirit of the AMERICAN REVOLUTION, as you see our nations most honored, 
historical shrines:- ‘‘the site of the Boston Massacre”... "The Common, from 
where the Redcoats departed for Lexington”,... “Faneul Hall”,... “Cradle of 
Liberty,”... "Park St. Church,” where AMERICA was sung for the first time”... 
"TheOld State House, where the DECLARATION of INDEPENDENCE was first 
read”... "The Old North Church, where the lanterns were hung”... and many 
other Historical sites such as “The Old South-Meeting House”... “Paul Revere 
House”... “The Old Corner Book Store”, and many others. 

Plan now to ride the FREEDOM TRAIL in one of our chartered Buses, using our 
new "Bus Token”. There are fifteen historical sites which you will want to visit 
on the Trail. Below are listed a few, with a historical description. 



OLD STATE HOUSE 
Here “the child Independence was born” 
according to John Adams, our 2nd Presi 
dent. Built in 1713, this building was the 
seat of the Colonial Government and the 
center of activity for such patriots as James 
Otis, John Hancock, Samuel and John 
Adams. The building was known as the 
Town House until Massachusetts became a 
state. Just outside, the Boston Massacre 
occurred. The Declaration of Independence 
was first read in Boston from the East 
balcony, and President George Washington 
here reviewed a parade in his honor in 
1789. It was here, too, that John Hancock 
served as first governor of the Common 
wealth of Massachusetts. 





OLD NORTH CHURCH 
‘“The Old North,” or Christ Church, 
is Boston’s oldest church building 
still standing and was built in 1723 
in the style of Sir Christopher Wren. 
On the night of April 18, 1775, two 
lanterns were hung in its steeple to 
signal that the Redcoats were leav¬ 
ing for Lexington and Concord. In a 
sense, they signaled the actual start 
of the Revolution. The old bells in 
the steeple are the same bells that 
rang out in 1781 with the joyous 
news of Cornwallis’ surrender at 
Yorktown. • Oct. 1 to June 1 — Open 


PAUL REVERE HOUSE 
Here we come to the oldest home in 
Boston, probably built in the 1670’s. Paul 
Revere lived here from 1770 to 1800. From 
it he left for the Boston Tea Party in 
1773 disguised as an Indian. And, of 
course, he was living here when he set out 
on his historic ride to Lexington in April, 


OLD CORNER BOOK STORE 
The Thomas Crease House was built 
in, or shortly after, 1712 on the site of 
the home of Anne Hutchinson. 

This, in the nineteenth century, was the 
site, first of the publishing house of 
Ticknor and Fields, and then of the Old 
Corner Book Store. Here met the au¬ 
thors who made Boston the Athens of 
America. To the green-curtained corner 
in the back of the store came Long¬ 
fellow, Emerson, Hawthorne, Holmes, 
Harriet Beecher Stowe, Whittier and 
Julia Ward Howe. 

Today Historic Boston, Inc. maintains 
the building as an example of early 
construction and a memory of Boston's 
days of literary leadership.
